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CITY GOVERNMENT 


A DEAN BECOMES MAYOR 


The action of the ‘Richmond 
city council in making the selec- 
tion of one of its members to be 
the mayor of the city for the 
coming year causes us to consid- 
‘er the municipal government, of 
Richmond, ite origin and its 
growth. , 

Time was, and not more than 
40 years ago, when this section 
of American terra firma that is 
known as the hustling, bustling, 
vigorous, young industrial city 
of (Richmond, California, was hut 
a wide open flat area, a level ex- 
panse of pasture land. Came the 
twentieth century and the Santa 
Fe Railway and the Standard 
Oil Company, and cottages and 
business houses sprang up as if 
by magic along the landward 
side of the potrero in what is 
now known as the Point Rich- 
mond district of the city. 

For several years the commun- 
ity existed as does Crockett to- 
day as an unincorporated com- 
munity and then, through the 
efforts of Dr. Abbott, the late 
Waverley ‘tairley, J. O. ‘Ford, 
Tilden and Eakle, W. T. Helms, 
many another of (Richmond’s 
Pioneer boosters, Richmond be- 
came a ciiy of the sixth class 
and remained that way until, 
1909. 

Charter Has Not Been Changed 

The board of freeholders 
which was elected in that year 
sei the boundaries of the city to 
include all of Point Richmond 
and as much of the other side 
as was on the wes* side of a line 
running parallel to and 70 feet 
eas: of Twenty-third Street. 

Those boundaries were- speci- 
fied in the city charter adopted 
in 1909, but repeated, subse- 
quent, annexation elections have 
taken place until now Richmond 
includes -about 31 square miles 
of land area. 

While the geographical limits 
of the city have changed other 
provisions of the charter have 
not been altered. True, a char- 
ter ‘amendment, to allow for the 
payment of pensions to city em. 
ployees has been voted by the 
people, and the fact that, by vir- 
tue of the powers vested in the 
city council, that body in 1921 
decided to place the administra- 
tive operations of the municipal- 
ity under a city manager form, 
the government of Richmond is 
basically the same as it was in 
1909 when the charter was 
adopted. 

Charter is Conservative 

The city charter is conserva- 
tively designed to insure that 
there will be no rapid or radical 
change in the city’s government. 
The people elect three council- 


men, out of nine, every two 
years, in the odd numbered 
years. ‘The election is held on 


the second Monday in May, and, 
should there be more than six 
candidates for the three offices 
to be elected, a primary. election 
is held two ‘weeks before the 
general election. Any elector, or 
voter, who has been registered 
for more than one year in Rich- 


mond is eligible to run for the. 


efty council, if bis friends have 
circulated petitions and gather- 


Richmond, California, 


ed signatures equal to 5 per 
ent, of the vote cast at the las* 
general city election. Since there 
are in excess of 13,000 register- 
ed voters in the city, but less 
than 5,000 of them take enough 
interest to vote at the general 
city elections, the net effect is 
that prospective candidates need 
more than 250 signatures of au- 
thorized ‘Richmond voters to get 
their candidacy before the peo- 
ple. 

After the election the success- 
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tection to life and property, etc., 
have been departmen‘alized and 
the city council therefore con- 
fines itself to matters of policy 
and new capital expenditures as 
well as appointing the heads of 
the various departments, also 
the city manager, the city attor- 
ney, the police judge, and so on. 
Since, as a result, much of nor- 
mal business proceedings of the 
city council are routine, some- 
what dry, attendance of the gen- 
eral public at the ‘Richmond city 
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once a week, at 8 p.m. on Mon- 
day night at, the city hall, which 
is located on Nevin ‘Avenue, be- 
tween 25th and 26th streets. 
Once a year, at the first regu- 
{ lar meeting in July, the mem- 
bers of the Richmond city coun- 
cil elect one from among them 
to act as presiding officer for 
the ensuing year. He is the may- 
or of the city. During his term 
which extends for one year, he 
is Richmond’s No. 1 citizen rep- 
resenting the municipality at

ful candidates take their places 
on the city council on the first 
Monday night in July, following 
the election. At, that meeting 
the nine councilmen select the 
mayor for the forthcoming year. 
Council Has Wide Powers 
According to the charter the 
‘city council has*:wide powers, 
but as has been stated previous- 
‘ly, most of the normal opera- 
tions of the city government 
that affect the average citizen, 
such as paying taxes, inspection 
fees, licenses and permits, pro- 
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council meetings is usually re- 
stricted to those who are very 
public-spirited and come regu- 
larly, plus those who have an ax 
to grind, as regards some parti- 
cular permit or franchise, or 
gome measure or service of in- 
terest to the general public or 
to some Particular district or 
section of the city. Needless to 
state, the meetings are open to 
the public and ‘Richmond  citi- 
zens are urged to attend all the 
council meetings. 


The council meets regularly 
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all functions, he issues the nec- 
essary proclamations, OK’s the 
bills ,and appoints the various 
committees of the city council, 
such as harbor, finance, police, 
fire, streets and ligh‘s, park, or- 
dinance, building, etc. 
W. W. Scott is Mayor 

‘Richmond is fortunate this 

year in the city council’s selec-

for the forthcoming year. He is 
the oldest member of the city 
council in point of service, as he 
has been a councilman’ ever 
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since 18'19. He has been mayor 
in the years 1926, 1931, and in 
1936; and comes to the task of 
being mayor this year, well 
equipped to handle the job. He 
{a a capable presiding officer ‘ 
and, while he makes no preten- 
tions to oFratorical superfluity, 
Richmond may_be sure that her 
mayor for the year can ade- 
quately represent the city’s in- 
terests in the many places 
where, due to this current na- 
tional defense program, our in- 
terests should be _ represented. 

“An Industrial Town." 

“This isa an industrial town,” 
said Mayor Scott in his keynote 
speech, ‘‘and the interests of 
the working man is our primary 
consideration, for we are. all 
working people here.’’ 

With these sentiments this 
newspaper is in hearty accord. 
We see no reason why our cul- 
tural, aesthetic, spiritual or 
idealistic civic aspirations should 
conflict with our primary indus- 
trial or economic mission. In 
fact, we are aure that the cul- 
‘ural and social attainments of 
Richmond folks will bear favor- 
able. comparison with any city 
of our size in the country, and 
this is well shown by our superb 
municipal band, our outstand- 
ing public library, our splendid 
system of public schools, our 
many efvic; fraternal’ and Ppa- 
tiotic groups. We do mean this: 
In the San Francisco Bay area 
the city of Pichmond is the seat 
of heavy industry in the entire 
me‘ropolitan district. This is no 
hick town but, on the contrary, 
it is a high-calibered, streamlin- 
ed industrial city geared to the 
continuous production of vitally 
important basic commodities, in 
peace and in war, in one of the 
U. S. A.’s most important areas. 

Every consideration should be 
given to the industries that lo- 
cate here, and to the continuous 
employment and_ well-being of 
the workmen who make this 
city the home for their families. 
A little dust or dir‘, or smoke 
or noise, isn’t going to hurt any 
loyal citizen of this city who 
Knows that, a minimum of such 
factors is essential to maintain 
the payrolls that make our bigh 
eivic standard of culture posai- 
ble, and Mayor Scott can Know 
that the city is united behind 
him in the performance of our 
industrial role. One of our new 
industrialis‘s, the nationally- 
famous ‘Henry J. Kaiser, recent- 
ly gave voice to what could ap- 
propriately be Richnvond’s mot- 
to: ‘“Work,. work, work, and 
more work!’’

FDR: 
Cracks Down 


The President of the United 
States, frankly hostile to the Axis, 
“cracked down” following the sink- 
ing of the Robin Moor by a German 
submarine in the South Atlantic, and 
announced the ‘‘freezing’’ of all 
Axis funds in this country. 

It was considered a matter of 
course that the Italian and German 
governments would do likewise, and 
while any sort of guess as to the 
amount was. impossible, some 
sources estimated that the freezing, 
if carried out on both sides, would 
be about ‘‘even Stephen”’ financially, 
with perhaps $400,000,000 involved 
on each side. 

More important, it meant that all 
business dealings between Italy and 
Germany and the United States were 
instantly at an end. 

The reason the estimated sum was 
so small, state department officials 
revealed, was that during the past 
two years most Americans have liq- 
uidated their interests in Axis coun- 
tries, and vice versa. 

Financial experts said that the or- 
der does not necessarily mean that 
foreign countries cannot get their 
money out of this country, but that 
in order to do so, they must get a 
license for the withdrawal from the 
treasury. 

If it is admitted that the Ger- 
mans are paying out funds for sab- 
otage in the United States, they will 
have a hard time getting such mon- 
ey, for the treasury can keep a 
check on the funds, and see that it 
is spent for the purposes intended, 
such as paying the upkeep of the 
German embassy, etc. 

The fact that all 46 persons on 
board the Robin Moor were eventual- 
ly reported rescued somewhat tem- 
pered public opinion on this “‘irici- 
dent.”’ 

Further action on the part of this 
country was conjectural, but public 
opinion polls found the nation strong- 
ly favoring convoys for American 
shipping, and a general strengthen- 
ing of our naval patrols. 


NAZIS AND U. S.: 


Consulates Out 

Following the U. S. “‘freezing’’ of 
all Axis financial assets in the 
United States came another move 
by the federal government which 
strained American-German relation- 
ships to the breaking point. 

This was the order from the state 
department closing all Nazi consu- 
lates in the United States. German 
propaganda offices—the German Li- 
brary of Information, the German 
railway and tourist agencies and

Transocean News Service \— were 
also ordered closed in the same 
order. 

All German nationals connected 
with the consular offices and these 
propaganda agencies were ordered 
to leave the country. Embassy of- 
ficials and employees of DNB, the 
official German news agency, were 
not affected by the order. 


While these first moves did not 
actually constitute a complete rup- 
ture of relationships between the 
two countries it pointed toward a 
policy of ‘‘action—not’ words” with 
respect to the U. S. attitude toward 
the Nazis. Reasons given by the 
state department for the action were 
general in nature but they men- 
tioned ‘‘improper’’ and ‘‘unwarrant- 
ed”’ activities ‘inimical to the wel- 
fare of this country.” 


RUSSIA: 
Heavy Strain 


The stress of German démands on 
Russia was such that it appeared 
Stalin’s hold on his country was 
cracking, if not actually broken, 
and his policy of appeasement of 
the Nazi demands found the army 
forces strongly opposed to the dic- 
tator. 

Whether this would end in the 
long-expected military break be- 
tween Germany and Russia, a feel- 
ing that was heightened by the an- 
nouncement that 120 German divi- 
sions were massed on the Russian 
frontier, or whether it would simply 
result as in the past, in a terrific 
Russian blood-letting from within, 
was hard to foresee. 


The analyst, seeking to ferret out 
the genesis of this troop-massing,

Vichy—The Germans have re-. 
leased thousands of French prison- 
ers of war, giving their freedom to 
return home to all who have three 
minor children or three minor broth- 
ers, 

Berlin—Auto bodies can be made 
of artificial resin, an ‘‘ersatz’’ for 
steel. One body, tested on a moun- 
tainside, turned turtle 20 times with- 
out damage, it was claimed. 

North Wilkesboro, N. C.—Charged 
with possession of illicit liquor, and 
facing a federal judge on this 
charge, a youth proceeded to get 
drunk because he was afraid to face 
‘the man.” The judge acquitted him 
on the federal charge, but sentenced 
him to six months for appearing in 
court drunk.

Camp Robinson, Ark. — Connie

He suffered cuts in 
these two leaps which caused his

perforce had to go back ‘to Church- 
ill’s warning, when he was trying to 
interest Russia and Turkey in ac- 
tive assistance just before the start 
of hostilities in Greece. Churchill 
put Russia and Turkey on notice 
that ‘‘they would be next’’ when the 
Nazis got through with Greece. 

Nobody else, thus far, at least, 
had been next. Then, too, there 
was the broad hint dropped by 
Goebbels, German ace _ propagan- 
dist, that Germany would need the 
Ukrainian wheat for a long war 
against Britain. Churchill also had 
warned Russia that the Ukrainian 
wheat-fields would be the next ob- 
jective. 

Another possible objective of the 
massing against Russia was the 
need of a sure and well-fortified line 
through Russia down into Syria, also 
the possibility that a sufficient threat 
against Russia might break up the 
Russian-Turkish alliance and allow 
the Nazis to press upon Turkey their 
demand for free passage of troops. 

With a hostile Turkey and Russia 
to the north, Hitler’s generals would 
be naturally hesitant in trying an 
air-borne invasion ef Syria to help 
the French there, and to create a 
land base for attack against Suez. 
The typical strong groundwork nec- 
essary for a major German offen- 
sive would demand dealing with 
Russia and Turkey first. 


So, while most commentators be- 
lieved that Hitler’s divisions were 
playing a gigantic game of diplo- 
matic bluff there were few who 
doubted that he would carry it into 
action if Russia declined to ‘‘come 
through” and meet the German de- 
mands. 

Also, they felt, even if the de- 
mands were met, a_ considerable 
force might be left on the border to 
see that they were carried out, and 
not, as were the previous Russian 
promises, more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 


There was just one more impor- 
tant angle, which might precipitate 
fighting, however brief, with Rus- 
sia, Rumania wanted Bessarabia 
back, and the position of the Ger- 
man legions was such that this might 
be the primary objective, to force 
Russian abandonment of Bessarabi- 
an territory. 

Color was lent to this by two 
things—a general Rumanian mobili- 
zation, and the promise to the peo- 
ple of Rumania that exciting times 
were coming but that they would 
only last 10 days. 


BILLION: 


For Bombers 

Belief amounting almost to a cer- 
tainty by U. S. war tacticians that 
a huge air armada, assuring Britain 
or this country mastery of the air 
was the surest method of winning 
the war for the democracies was 
evidenced when the-RFC announced 


a plan to provide a billion dollars to 
produce 500 big bombers a month. 

The RFC was given additional 
powers in a new law signed by the 
President also permitting it to have 
augmented borrowing capacity with 
no strings attached, provided it was 
for defense purposes. 

This organization had already 
spent $1,500,000,000 for defense, half 
a billion for factories, more than 
that for tin. and copper and other 
defense materials, $200,000,000 for 
rubber and $200,000,000 for miscel- 
laneous purchases of material. 


The RFC also is now empowered 
to loan money to Britain on the 
security of British investments in 
this country. This amount may run 
into several hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

Much of the billion for bombers 
will go into plant construction, the 
plants to be government-owned but 
leased to plane manufacturers and 
operated by them. Some idea of the 
magnitude of the plar. might be seen 
in the machine tool allotment—$200,- 
000,000, or about one-third of the to- 
tal U. S. production last year. 


TAXES: 
To Be Spread 


The house ways and means com- 
mittee, by its adoption of a policy 
that the defense tax burden will be 
spread to all sources, and not con- 
centrated on income surtaxes, was 
welcome news to many who won- 
dered how heavily the blow would 
strike next year. 


Instead of starting at 11 per cent 
and going higher along with in- 
comes, indications were that the 
present tax of 4 per cent and 10 per 
cent defense tax on that would be 
continued, and that the surtax would 
be 6 per cent on the first $2,000 of 
taxable income and go up from 
there. 

This would cut the expected tax 
burden on the “‘little man’’ about 
40 per cent from what he had feared, 
and still would yield about half a 
billion dollars in additional revenue. 


Chairman Doughton exp] ajned that 
the committee will attempt to pro- 
rate the defense burden between the 
income tax, corporation taxes, ex- 
cess profits, gift and estate taxes, 
and the excise taxes. 

The total figure aimed at is $3,500,- 
000,000, but Chairman Doughton 
said: 

“If we can get more without hurt- 
ing anyone and without murdering 
anyone, we will." 

Corporations will be expected to 
bear about $1,200,000,000 more than 
in usual times, he added.

And U.S. Oil “ 
While the Dutch East Indies and 
Japanese continued their game of 
international bluff on the oil situa- 
tion, with the United States and Brit- 
ain as keenly interested spectators, 
the U. S. maritime commission 
made it clear that if oil is reaching 
Japan it is not in American owned 
or American controlled tankers. 


Of 214 ploughing the high seas un- 
der foreign flags, but owned or con- 
trolled in the U. S., not one is so 
engaged, it was reported. There 
were two exceptions, the commis- 
sion said, one group of five tankers 
under German or Italian flags be- 
ing ‘‘out of control of their owners,” 
and one single ship now en route to. 
Japan with a cargo of oil contracted 
for some time ago. 


“After this voyage,” the report 
continued, ‘‘the services of this ves- 
sel will be required elsewhere,” 


In other words, it won’t do it 
again. There are 60 tankers in Pan- 
amania registry, 22 carrying the 
Venezuelan flag, 12 Norwegian, 7 
Dutch, 6 French, and one each un- 
der the Belgian, Cuban, Danish and 
Honduran flags. 


In addition there are 88 under 
British registry. Recently a num- 
ber of American tankers were trans- 
ferred to the British flag because 
Britain had suffered heavy sinkings 
of this type of ship. At the time 
the number was not revealed, but 
the maritime commission said there 
was a shortage of 49 tankers in the 
Atlantic coastal trade. 


LABOR: 
Watchful Waiting 


Most eyes keeping a close vigil on 
national defense progress were 
turned to the labor situation, and 
many were wondering just. what 
would be the long-range outcome of 
the taking over of North American 
Aviation at Inglewood, Calif., by the 
army. 

Those who thought it might stiffen 
the attitude of labor and result in 
still more and more bitter strikes 
were rapidly proven wrong when 
quite the reverse happened, and the 
seizure of the aviation factory was 
almost immediately followed by the 
settlement of strike after strike, and 
the submission to arbitration of oth- 
ers that loomed. 


But that was not the whole story, 
and many wondered how the rest of 
the formula would work out, and 
whether the President’s mediation 
board would be successful in 
straightening out the whole labor 
situation so that the indices of labor, 
cost of living, cost of production and 
prices of essential materials would 
go along together and not move to 
extremes. . 

In this connection it was pointed 
out that living costs throughout the 
country had only risen 2.4 per cent 
since the start of the emergency and 
that wages of labor had risen 15.8 
per cent. 


Chief hope of those anxious not to 
see any further bogging down of 
defense was that long-term agree- 
ments would be reached. First step 
in this direction was made by OPM, 
which asked ship-builders and work- 
ers to reach a two-year formula on 
wages and working conditions that 
would effectively prevent a repeti-

Other fresh 
fruits may be substituted for 
peaches. 


There is an old tradition that the 
luckiest sort of bride’s cake is one 
baked in a ring—symbolic, like the 
gold band that is slipped on her 
finger for the first time at her wed- 
d.ng, of the endless quality of true 
love. This cake is cut by the bride 
and served to the guests as part of 
the wedding feast, and is quite dif- 
ferent from the rich fruit cake that 
is given to the guests to carry away. 
It is a light cake, like a white cake 
or sponge Cake, and is frosted with 
all the curlicues and rosettes that 
the home cook can manage. 

This cake brings tuck to the 
guests, for it contains a ring, a coin 
and a key — signifying marriage, 
wealth and happiness to those who 
find them. If you haven’t a ring- 
shaped pan, you can bake the cake 
in an angel-food cake pan or in an 
ordinary cake pan, with the ring out- 
lined in contrasting frosting. The 
bride’s and bridegroom's initials in 
contrasting frosting may be used for 
further decoration. 

Bride’s Cake. 


1 cup sifted cake flour 

¥% teaspoon salt 

1 cup (8 to 10) egg whites 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1% cups sifted granulated sugar 

% teaspoon vanilla 

¥% teaspoon almond extract 

Sift flour once, measure and sift 
four more times. Beat egg whites 
and salt with flat 
wire whisk. When 
foamy add cream 
of tartar and con, 
tinue beating un- 
til eggs are stiff 
enough to hold up 
in peaks, but not 
dry. Fold in sug- 
ar carefully, 2 ta- 
blespoons at a time, until all is used. 
Fold in flavoring. Then sift small 
amount of flour over mixture and 
fold in carefully; continue until all 
is used. Pour batter into ungreased 
angel-food cake pan or ring-shaped 
pan and bake in a slow oven. Begin 
at 275 degrees F. After 30 minutes 
increase heat slightly (325 degrees) ; 
bake 30 minutes more. Remove 
from oven; invert pan 1 hour. 

Butter Frosting. 

% cup sweetened condensed milk 

4- tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

3% cups sifted confections’ (4x) 
sugar (about) . 

Cream sweetened condensed milk 
and butter together. Add vanilla, 
blending well. Add sifted confec- 
tioners’ sugar gradually, beating un- 
til smooth and light in color. This 
frosting may be tinted any color by 
addition of a speck of food coloring. 
Pale tints are most attractive. 
Spread on cold cake. Makes enough 
frosting to cover tops’of. two 9-inch 
layers or top and sides of ring- 
shaped cake, or about 24 cup cakes. 
Make the letters of corresponding or 
contrasting frosting by means of a 
pastry tube.

Windmill vs. Electric Pump 


| UESTION: Can you advise any 
preference for using a windmill 
for: pumping water as against the 
pressure system operated with a 
motor, particularly if it is neces- 
sary to generate my own current? 
Answer: For efficient and continu- 
ous water supply I should prefer the 
electrically operated water pump. 
However, for economical water sup- 
ply the windmill type of pump can- 
not be surpassed. The only draw- 
back would be that when there is 
no movement of air for a long pe- 
riod of time, water will have to 
be pumped by hand or by an aux: 
iliary electric pump. 
Cypress Pickets 
Question: I have a number of cy- 
press pickets which I intend to leave 
in a raw state. They are not dressed 


and consequently the surface is 


quite rough. I thought some kind 
of acid wash would rid the surface 
of the tiny splinters which produce 
the rough surface, and at the same 
time produce an interesting effect 
similar to »andblasting. 

Answer: An interesting finish on 
cypress is obtained by using a 
plumber’s blow-torch, charring the 
surface of the wood until it checks 
slightly across the grain.

Leaky Roof 

Question: My roof is composition 
shingles. A leak has developed 
somewhere in the middle, but I can- 
not tell exactly where. How can ! 
Jocate it and stop it? In several 
places nails have pulled out. Should 
they be replaced? 

Answer: The pulling out of nails 
in a composition roof is likely to 
lead to leaking, and this is the prob- 
able cause of the trouble. Nails that 
pull out may have gone into the 
joints between boards, or into split 
places. They should be replaced 
with other nails driven close by and 
into solid wood. <A dab of roofing 
cement under the heads may help 
to hold them. It should be possible 
to locate leaks by noting shingles 
that are lifted or torn. A leak can 
often be stopped by sticking down 
the surrounding shingles with roof- 
ing cement. ; 

Old Mahogany Bed 

Question: I have a very old solid 
mahogany bed, the wood of which 
has become very dry. Will you 
please tell me how I can remedy 
this? The bed is finished with a hard 
shellac, and I am wondering if a 
liberal application of lemon oil would 
penetrate through the shellac. It may 
be varnish. 

Answer: Wood does not require 
treatment te preserve it, unless ex- 
posed to the weather or subjected to 
extreme moisture. Dryness in wood 
is desirable. . Oils and polishes are 
used only to preserve the finish. 

Oil-Spotted Wallis. 

Question: A lamp was moved 
around a room with the shade touch- 
ing the wall in several places. The 
shade seemed to be oily, for there 
are oil spots on the wall where ii 
touched. How can I get them out? 

Answer: The shade was evident- 
ly parchment with an oil dressing. 
Cover the spots with a paste made 
of fuller’s earth and benzine. Allow 
to stand until dry and remove with a 
brush. Be extremely careful of fire 
when using benzine; for safety it can 
be made fireproof by mixing half and 
half with carbon tetrachloride.

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| New Home Extinguisher 


Puts Out Fires Quickly 


When the meat in the oven or 
broiler catches fire it may on occa- 
sions be dangerous to try to extin- 
guish it by ordinary methods. Sci- 
ence has come to the rescue with a 
new home extinguisher that puts out 
any kitchen or home fire in an in- 
stant unless it has gained consid- 
erable headway and no longer is 
confined to a yard or two of space. 

The new “fire killer’ really 
smothers the flames with synthetic 
snow, some of the carbon dioxide it 


ejects being sprayed in the form of | 


tiny flakes of dry ice. As carbon 
dioxide gas is the same stuff that 
charges soda pop it is entirely harm- 
less to the stomach. 

Thus, even though it is used to 
extinguish flames which threaten to 
burn up a steak, the latter, once the 
fire is out, is as edible as though 
no extinguisher had been sprayed on 
it. The extinguisher is not cheap, 
one make costing upward of $12. 
But even in a period when saving 
lives is not the chief activity of 
men, this outlay might not seem ex- 
orbitant if it should make it pos- 
sible to prevent the death or scar- 
ting for life of a member of the 
family whose dress caught fire. 


Government ‘Gave’ Away 


Million Acres of Land 


W. C. Mullendore, vice president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, and executive vice pres- 
ident of the Southern California Edi- 
son company, recently reviewed the 
‘prodigal’? land policy of the gov- 
ernment in the early days, in which 
786,000,000 acres were given away, 
in many instances ‘‘with a lack of 
wisdom and certainly a lack of eco- 
nomic and social planning.” 

The great bulk of the land, how- 
ever, was honestly. disposed of, 
including 256,000,000 acres under the 
homestead, timber culture, desert 
lands and reclamation acts; 137,000,- 
000 acres in railroad, wagon road 
and canal grants; 99,000,000 in ed- 
ucational grants and 294,000,000 
acres in all other grants. 

First organized effort to secure 
adequate recognition of forests to 
the national welfare was made by 
the American Forestry association, 
which was formed January 12, 1876, 
Mullendore said. 

Since then it has been the lead- 
ing force in “an intelligent and con- 
sistent fight for constructive forest 
policies.” The association’s efforts 
resulted in forests being set aside as 
public reservations.
